Arrer having beeu compelled to criticise 
unfavourably« the police. foree ‘of this 
Colony during the past week, we are glad 
to take the opportunity of complimenting 
. them, and the authorities generally, on the 
way in which an ‘incipient strike among the 
local rickgha-coolies ‘was dealt with .ou 
- Saturday. Early in the afternoon of that 
day' the entire body of rieksha-pullers in 
Hongkong went on strike, by instructions 
from their guild, owing apparently to certain 
penalties recently inflicte. upon offending 
-coolies, including, mo doubt, one case 
reported ir our Police Court columns on 
Tuesday, wher a cvolie was ordered to pay 
compensativn to his fare, whom by: faulty 
steering he had thrown’ from his .ricksha 
and badly injured. The strike caused a 
great deal of fnconvenience all over the 
' Colony, people desiring to get to cither end 
of the city having to walk or, in the case 
of natives, to ‘crowd’ ‘into the  gharries 
which turned out in extra force to take 
aavantago of the absence of other vehicles. 
The whole passenger service on the. lower 
leyels ‘waa disorganised, while the ‘pullers 
noisily debated the’ situation among them- 
selves. The authorities, however, very 
\properly’ decided that the matter was. not 
one tobe dealt with in the ueual wild way, 
‘ond therefore about 4:o’clock, the order was 
‘given ta the atrikera to return to work within’.

Osaka Shoson Knisha, ranniag in 
their Hovkew-Ichang Lins. She was built 
and engineored by the Ovaka Lrouwerks (Osaka 
Tekkosho) in” September 1901, and her 
diwensions are: . Length, 278 foot; breadth, 
39 feet; and dopth, 9 feel. Gross tonnage, 
2076+ tons, Sho ran aground cn tho 1th 
October, 1992, at Long How Tsunjg (Upper 
Yanytez» River} at a distance of about ZO miles 
lower from San ‘Tai and absut $0 iniles oppor 
from Haykow, and wus, stack fast too bottum 
of mud und sand. ‘The Osaks Shosen Kaisha's
